TEAM NOTES AGAINST NEW YORK 

• The Revs lead the all-time, regular-season series with the New York Red Bulls (formerly the New 
York/New Jersey MetroStars), 26-19-13 

• On the road, the Revs are 8-15-7 all-time against New York, including an 0-3-0 regular-season 
mark at Red Bull Arena since the stadium opened in 2010 

• Saturday’s game will mark the 59th regular-season meeting and 67th all-time between the Revolu¬ 
tion and Red Bulls in MLS regular-season, postseason and tournament action combined, which is 
the most meetings against any opponent in Revs history 

• Saturday’s match is the first of three regular-season meetings between the two clubs this year... 
the teams will also meet at Gillette Stadium on May 11, and close the three-game series at Red 
Bull Arena on Oct. 5 

• The teams split the 2012 season series with a 1-1-1 record ... the Revs dropped a 1-0 decision on 
April 28 at Red Bull Arena, but earned a 2-0 win on July 8 at Gillette Stadium ... the teams played 
to a 1-1 draw in the final meeting of the year at Gillette Stadium on Sept. 22 

• Five of the last seven games have been one-goal games or draws, dating back to May 29,2010 
... in those five “close" games, the Revs are 1-2-2 ... the largest margin of victory in that span was 
two goals - by the Red Bulls in 2-0 victory on Oct. 21,2010 and by New England in 2-0 win on July 
8,2012 

• Since the Red Bulls re-branded from the Metrostars in 2006, the Revs have posted an 8-3-8 record 
against New York 

• New England and New York have met in the postseason three times - all since 2003 - and the 
Revs have eliminated New York on each occasion ... the clubs most recent playoff encounter was 
in the 2007 Eastern Conference Semifinal Series, which the Revs won, 1-0, on aggregate 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST NEW YORK 

• Chad Barrett has scored four goals against New York, all coming in 2008 - two each while playing 
with Chicago and Toronto 

• Andy Dorman, despite not playing a game against New York since 2007, is the Revs’ leading 
active scorer against the Red Bulls with two goals ... Dorman’s last goal against the Red Bulls 
came on July 7, 2007, in a 1-0 win at Giants Stadium ... Steve Ralston assisted on that goal, his 
115th-career assist to assume the MLS career lead in the category 

• Jerry Bengtson scored his first career goal in his MLS debut against New York when the two teams 
met on July 8, 2012 

• Lee Nguyen has one goal in three appearances against New York ... Nguyen scored the game- 
winner on July 8, 2012, in Foxborough 

• Two other current players - Sainey Nyassi and Clyde Simms - have also scored single goals 
against New York 

• Chris Tierney leads all current Revolution players with two assists in seven appearances - includ¬ 
ing the game-winning assist on July 8,2012 

• Matt Reis is the only other Revs player to record an assist against New York 

• Matt Reis is 10-4-7 in his Revolution career against the Red Bulls, posting a 1.27 goals against 
average and six shutouts 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 2-1-2 in his Revolution career against New York, with a 1.31 goals against 
average and one shutout... Shuttleworth - a native of Tonawanda, New York (a Buffalo suburb) - 
went 1-0-1 in a pair of games against New York last year 

LAST MEETING 

New York 1, New England 1 

September 22,2012 - Gillette Stadium (Foxborough, Mass.) 

Darrius Barnes scored his first career goal deep into second-half stoppage time as the New England 
Revolution rescued a dramatic 1-1 draw with the visiting New York Red Bulls at Gillette Stadium ... Barnes 
rose above the pack to head home Ryan Guy’s right-wing cross in the 95th minute, spectacularly drawing 
the Revs level four minutes after Joel Lindpere had seemingly grabbed a late winner for the 10-men Red 
Bulls ... the result extended the Revolution's home unbeaten run against New York to 16 games (11-0-5) 
dating back more than a decade.

REVS AFFECTED BY MARATHON BLASTS 

While many Bostonians and visitors alike were affected by Monday’s blasts near the finish line 
of the Boston Marathon, the Revolution family was also affected ... Matt Reis' father-in-law 
was seriously injured and remains in the hospital for treatment, while Chris Tierney’s girlfriend 
was also injured, but after an overnight stay at the hospital was released. 

MARATHON MEMORIALS SATURDAY 

The Revolution will acknowledge the many victims of Monday’s tragedy at the Boston 
Marathon on Saturday with black armbands ... additionally, coaches, team staff and executives 
will don blue and yellow ribbons representing the Boston Marathon colors ... the club will also 
display a “STRONG 617” jersey behind its bench as recognition of the Boston-area’s strength 
and perseverance. 

KEVIN ALSTON TAKING LEAVE OF ABSENCE 

Revolution defender Kevin Alston has been diagnosed with chronic myelogenous leukemia 
(CML), a rare but treatable form of leukemia ... has taken an indefinite leave of absence 
from the team to undergo treatment... Alston’s medical treatment is not expected to require 
hospitalization and he expects to return to the team in the future ... Alston, 24, started the first 
four games this season at left back before his diagnosis ... he has started all 116 games in 
which he’s played since being drafted 10th overall in the 2009 MLS SuperDraft out of Indiana 
University and ranks ninth on the Revs’ career charts in games played, and eighth in games 
started.

ORANGE WRISTBANDS FOR LEUKEMIA AWARENESS 

Last Saturday in Seattle , the Revolution players - and Sounders FC midfielder, and former 
Rev, Shalrie Joseph - donned orange wristbands to show support for leukemia awareness ... 
following defender Kevin Alston’s recent diagnosis with chronic myelogenous leukemia (CML), 
the team is showing its support for their teammate ... more activities are planned for April 27 
when the team plays its first home game since Alston’s announcement. 

REVS BOAST LEAGUE’S BEST DEFENSE... 

Following the team's third defensive shutout in five games, the Revolution maintained the 
league’s top defense last weekend in Seattle ... through five games this season, the Revs 
have allowed just two goals, good for a 0.40 goals against average ... anchored by A.J. 

Soares, Jose Goncalves and Andrew Farrell - who have started all five games - the Revs 
have posted their best defensive start to the season in club history ... entering Week 7 in the 
MLS schedule, only four teams have posted GAAs below 1.00: New England (0.40), Sporting 
Kansas City (0.43), LA (0.80) and Montreal (0.83). 

...CLEAN SHEETS PLAYING A BIG PART 

Revs goalkeepers Matt Reis (two shutouts) and Bobby Shuttleworth (one shutout) have also 
been instrumental in the defensive stance this year... Reis, who has missed three games with 
knee inflamation, has yet to surrender a goal this season through two starts ... Shuttleworth 
earned his first shutout of the season on April 13 in Seattle in 0-0 draw, and has only allowed 
two goals in three starts. 

RECORD SETTING DEFENSIVE PERFORMANCE 

With the 0-0 draw in Seattle on April 13, the Revs bested the team’s 2006 solid defensive start 
- (three goals allowed in five games played) - by allowing just two goals through the first five 
matches ... in 2006, the Revs posted an MLS-low 35 goals allowed in 32 games (a 1.09 goals 
against average) with 10 shutouts. 

SEEMLESS TRANSITION IN BACK 

Despite the loss of Kevin Alston at left back, the Revs’ back four turned in another solid defen¬ 
sive performance on April 13 in Seattle, posting their third shutout in five games ... afterthe 
team used the same backline in each of its first four games - Kevin Alston, Jose Goncalves, 
A.J. Soares and Andrew Farrell - en route to an 0.50 goals against average, Chris Tierney 
slotted in at left back at Seattle following Alston’s leukemia diagnosis earlier in the week ... 
Tierney, however, is now stranger to left back as last Saturday's match was his 55th start at 
the position ... he also started 24 games at left back in 2012. 

FIRST OF THREE MATCHES BETWEEN RED BULLS AND REVS 

Saturday's match-up between the Revs and Red Bulls is the first of three meetings between 
the two clubs this season ... the teams will also play at Gillette Stadium on May 11 and finish 
the season series in New York on Oct. 5 ... last season, the clubs split the series, 1 -1 -1, with 
the Revs loss against New York coming on the road at Red Bull Arena. 


SAER SENE RETURNS TO ACTION 

Saer Sene made his first appearance of the 2013 season last Saturday, April 13 in Seattle, 
coming on as a 74th-minute substitute ... it was his first action since August 29, 2012, when 
he left the home match against Chivas USA, with a season-ending anterior cruciate ligament 
injury in his left knee ... Sene is listed as questionable heading into this Saturday's match 
against New York on April 20. 

WINLESS AT RED BULL ARENA 

In three trips to Red Bull Arena, the Revs are winless, going 0-3-0 in three regular-season 
matches ... the last Revolution win in New York came back in 2007, a 1 -0 win in Giant 
Stadium on a goal scored by Andy Dorman ... Steve Ralston assisted on that goal and in 
the process, recorded his 115th career assist, ascending him to the MLS career lead in that 
category. 

TWO-GAME TANGOS 

The Revs are wrapping up their second two-game road swing already this season having trav¬ 
eled to Seattle last weekend and earning a 0-0 draw ... earlier this year, the team opened the 
season at Chicago on March 9, then traveled to Philadephia the following weekend on March 
16 ... so far this season, the Revs are 0-1-0 in second legs of two-game road swings, while the 
team went 0-4-1 in the second games of back-to-bacm road games in 2012. 

SHARING THE SCORING LOAD AGAINST NEW YORK 

In 2012, the Revs spilt a three-game series with New York, posting a 1-1-1 record ... in those 
three games, the Revs scored a combined three goals, each coming from a different player 
... Lee Nguyen and Jerry Bengston scored in the 2-0 win on July 8, 2012 at Gillette Stadium, 
while Darrius Barnes scored a dramatic 95’ goal to pull the Revs even in a 1-1 draw on Sept. 
22, also at Gillette Stadium. 

HENRY HOT AGAINST REVS 

In two career games against the Revolution, Thierry Henry has scored a goal in each ... both 
goals camein games played at Red Bull Arena, and both were game-winning goals ... Henry 
has never played against the Revolution in games at Gillette Stadium ... the French striker 
scored on June 10, 2011, in a 2-1 win and again on April 28, 2012, in a 1-0 win. 

GOALS HARD TO COME BY 

With a scoreless draw in Seattle on April 13, the Revs have now been held scoreless for 
388 consecutive minutes, a new club record ... the previous club scoreless record was 361 
minutes, spanning May 1,1999 to May 29,1999. 

JUST NOT GETTING THROUGH 

On Saturday in Seattle, the Revs were unable to get a shot on goal... it was the second time 
in three games in which the Revs failed to record a shot on goal, following the March 23 match 
against Sporting Kansas City - also a 0-0 draw... on the season, the Revs have posted an 
MLS-low 10 shots on goal through five games. 

EARLY SEASON IRONMEN 

Through five games, only four Revs players have played all 90 minutes in each of the team’s 
games: Andrew Farrell, Jose Goncalves, Lee Nguyen and A.J. Soares ... all four players have 
played all 450 minutes this season ... Clyde Simms and Juan Toja are the only other players to 
have started each of the first five games, but both players were subbed out of different games. 

AVOIDING EARLY ROAD WOES 

Last season, New England finished with a 2-13-2 record away from home ... in those games, 
the club also failed to earn a road win after surrendering the first goal, posting a 0-9-1 record 
in those games ... so far this season, the club is 1-1-1 on the road with a win at Chicago 
(March 9), a loss at Philadelphia (March 16) and a scoreless draw at Seattle (April 13). 

SECOND VISIT SWEETER FOR SHUTTLEWORTH 

Bobby Shuttleworth made his second career start against Seattle on April 13, earning his first 
shutout of 2013 and the fifth of his career... the last (and only other) time Shuttleworth faced 
Seattle, he gave up three goals in a 3-0 loss during his first career MLS start on June 5,2010 
... Shuttleworth made three saves in Saturday's scoreless draw ... the goalkeeper has posted 
three shutouts in his last five appearances, dating back to the end of 2012. 

BACK-TO- BACK STARTS FOR BOBBY 

Bobby Shuttleworth’s start on Saturday in Seattle was his third of the season and his second 
in as many games ... it was also his 23rd career start - and 24th career appearance ... Shuttle- 
worth is 6-12-5 in his MLS career and could see another start Saturday against New York as 
Matt Reis continues to deal with knee inflammation and his father-in-law’s hospitalization from 
injuries suffered in the Boston Marathon bombing.

FARRELL’S FIFTH START A FIRST IN A WHILE 

Andrew Farrell became the first number one overall draft pick to start his first five games in 
MLS since Marvell Wynne started the Red Bulls’ first five games in 2006 ... if Farrell starts 
Saturday at New York, he would become the first number one overall pick to start his first six 
games since Leo Cullen - the number one overall pick in 1998 by the Miami Fushion - started 
his first 19 games ... Farrell became the Revs’ first-ever No. 1 overall pick when the team 
traded up to take him at the 2013 MLS SuperDraft on Jan. 17, in Indianapolis. 

TIERNEY EARNS FIRST START OF SEASON 

On Saturday April 13, Chris Tierney earned his first start of the 2013 season in Seattle ... it 
was his 95th career start and his 105th career appearance ... Tierney started 26 games in 
2012, 24 of those starts at the left back position. 

ROWE HONORED BY HIGH SCHOOL 

Kelyn Rowe, a native of Federal Way, Wash., had his #2 high school jersey retired last Friday 
night ahead of the Revolution’s game against Seattle Sounders FC ... during the trip, Rowe 
made his 24th career start for the Revs, but first-ever in his hometown ... with the unbalanced 
schedule, the Revs did not travel to Seattle during the 2012 season, Rowe’s rookie season. 

MATT REIS IS MR. CLEAN (SHEET) 

Matt Reis has posted shutouts in both of his outings in 2013 ... in the season opener at 
Chicago (March 9), Reis made four saves in the shutout... after missing the second game of 
the year against Philadelphia with knee inflammation, Reis made four saves against Sporting 
KC (March 23) for his second shutout in as many tries ... going back to 2012, Reis has posted 
shutouts in four of his last five appearances: Sept. 1, 2012 (0-0 vs. Philadelphia Union), Sept. 
5, 2012 (2-0 vs. Columbus), March 9, 2013 (1-0 at Chicago) and March 23, 2013 (0-0 vs. 
Sporting KC)... overall, Reis has 72 career shutouts (63 with the Revs) to rank fourth all-time 
in MLS history. 

JAY HEAPS STANDS AT 10 WINS 

Jay Heaps is in his second season at the helm of the Revolution, picked up his 10th win on 
March 9 at Chicago ... his career MLS coaching record is now 10-19-9 ... Heaps, 36, is the 
sixth head coach in club history ... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in MLS, first with the 
Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in the MLS College 
Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season-through June 2001 ... he 
was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he concluded his career 
before retiring following the 2009 season. 

HEAPS MOVING UP THE SHORT LIST 

Jay Heaps enters Saturday's game in fourth place on the Revolution games coached list with 
39 games ... on March 23, he passed former coach Walter Zenga (36)... Heaps is currently 
sixth among Revs coaches with 10 wins, three shy of the fifth-place Zenga (13). 

BENGTSON KEEPS “HEXING” CONCACAF OPPONENTS 

Jerry Bengtson, who missed the Revs’ 0-0 draw against Kansas City on March 23 while with 
the Honduras National Team, continued his hot scoring pace for his country during the last 
round of FIFA World Cup Qualifying ... he scored Honduras’ second goal - to equalize the 
game - against Mexico on March 22, to earn a vital point in the CONCACAF Hexagonal, the 
region’s final round of qualifying for the 2014 FIFA World Cup ... he now has 16 goals for 
Honduras in 34 appearances, including seven goals during qualifying for the 2014 World Cup. 

BENGTSON RED-HOT FOR CLUB AND COUNTRY 

Jerry Bengtson, one of CONCACAF’s brightest stars, has had a busy - and successful - 
seven months ... since September 1, Bengtson has scored nine goals in 22 games (including 
seven goals World Cup Qualifiers) for both club and country ... Bengtson’s teams are a 
collective 6-0-1 in games in which he scores a goal in that span ... Bengtson joined the Revs 
for preseason camp on Feb. 8 after leading Honduras to a 2-1 win over the U.S. - scoring 
the game-winning goal - two days earlier in San Pedro Sula ... after scoring two goals for the 
Revs in Tucson during preseason training, Bengtson followed it up with the game-winning goal 
at Chicago in the Revs’ season opener... last Friday, he scored the game-tying goal against 
Mexico to help Honduras pick up a key point in the Hex standings.

“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown 
feel... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.) and Chris 
Tierney (Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State .. 


both Caldwell and Fagundez played for the Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players 
... Caldwell was the youth teams’ first-ever captain and just completed his stellar four-year 
career at Akron. 

SECOND TIME AROUND FOR DORMS 

Andy Dorman has re-joined the Revolution for his second go-round in New England ... his 
appearance in Philly on March 16 was his first with the club since November 2007 ... the 
Welsh midfielder came to the Revs in November on a free transfer from England's Crystal 
Palace after a stint at St. Mirren (Scotland) and a loan spell at Bristol Rovers (England)... the 
Revs originally drafted Dorman in the fourth round (56th overall) in the 2004 MLS SuperDraft 
and he was a key figure in the teams that advanced to three straight MLS Cup championship 
matches (2005, 2006, 2007) and won the team’s first-ever cup championship - the 2007 
Lamar Hunt U.S. Open Cup ... in his first tenure in New England, Dorman made 112 regular- 
season appearances, while scoring 17 goals and adding 18 assists ... in the three-year 
span from 2005 to 2007, Dorman’s combined 15 goals and 17 assists ranked third on those 
Revolution squads in total attacking production, behind Taylor Twellman (44 goals, 15 assists) 
and Steve Ralston (11 goals, 25 assists). 

VETERAN AT JUST 18 

Diego Fagundez has entered his third MLS season at the ripe old age of 18 ... the Leomin¬ 
ster, Mass., product turned 18 on Valentine’s Day - Feb. 14 - earlier this year and now is 
playing in his third season ... despite his MLS tenure, he still remains the youngest player 
on the Revs’ roster while scoring four goals and adding three assists in 28 appearances in 
his career... while training with the Revs in the morning, Fagundez caps a long day with 
school in the afternoon, going to classroom sessions later in the day ... he is completing both 
his junior and senior years of high school at Alternative High School in Fitchburg, Mass.... 
additionally, he signed his second professional contract - a multi-year extension with the Revs 
- on March 13, just one month after turning 18 allowing him to legally sign this contract without 
his parents. 

FRENCH CONNECTION 

While many teams may have the song of Spanish throughout the locker room, the Revs have 
more of a French tune in theirs ... three rostered players were either born - or raised - in 
France: Kalifa Cisse, Dimitry Imbongo and Saer Sene ... additionally, one of the team’s as¬ 
sistant coaches - goalkeepers coach Remi Roy - is also a native French speaker and helped 
bring all three players to MLS. 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis' current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5 - traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 244 appearances, going 87-88-69 and earning 63 shutouts while posting a 
1.33 goals against average. 

NO LANGUAGE BARRIER 

With players hailing from nine different countries on the roster (Colombia, DKR Congo, 
England, France, Gambia, Honduras, Portugal and Uruguay in addition to the United States), 
there is no language barrier in the Revs’ locker room ... only one player in the Revs’ locker 
room does not speak English fluently - Jerry Bengtson (Spanish) - and yet more than half 
the roster can speak at least a little Spanish, including native speakers Juan Toja and Diego 
Fagundez ... the team’s newer European players also speak multiple languages, making 
conversing on and off the field easy for the Revolution: Kalifa Cisse (French, Portuguese, 
Spanish, English and Malian), Jose Goncalves (Portuguese, Spanish, Italian, German, French 
and English), Saer Sene (French, English, German, Wolof) and Dimitry Imbongo (French, 
English, German, Spanish and Wolof). 

RHINOS GET SOME LOANERS 

On March 28, the Revolution loaned four players to the Rochester Rhinos of USL PRO in ac¬ 
cordance with the teams' affiliation agreement... defender Bilal Duckett, forward Matt Horth, 
midfielder Gabe Latigue and defender Tyler Polak were sent to Rochester, where they're 
expected to get consistent playing time with the Rhinos ... the teams announced their affilia¬ 
tion agreement on Jan. 28, in lieu of the Revolution fielding a reserve team in 2013 ... the four 
players are on long-term loan, but can recalled at any time ... per the agreement, however, at 
least four Revs players must be on loan to Rochester at all times. 

REVS ADD PDL DEVELOPMENT PARTNER, REAL BOSTON RAMS 

The Revolution and Real Boston Rams (USL PDL) have entered into a partnership that 
makes the Rams the official USL PDL affiliate of the Revolution ...the affiliation agreement 
allows college-aged Revolution Academy youth team products the opportunity to play for the 
Rams during their PDL season ... additionally, members of the Revolution Academy's youth 
teams' technical staff will assist the Rams' coaching staff to help oversee the Revolution play¬ 
ers’ continued development during the summer months.
